THE NEW SANITARY BYB-LAWS. 
A Special mecting of the Sanitary Board 
was held yesterday afternoon to con- 
sider Uke Bye-laws madg under Section 13 
of Ordinance 15 of 1894, as amended hy: 
tho Legislative Council. Dr J, M. Atkin- 
sou, Acting Colonial Surgeon, presided. 
Tho others present were:~Hon, F. EH: 
May, Captian Supesintendent of Police ; 
Hon. W. Chatham, Acting Director ‘of 
Public Works ; Dr Clark, Medical Ofiicer 
of Health ; Mr N. J. Bie, and Mr Hugh 
MeCallum, Secretary. oy 
Bye-law No. 5, which was struck out by 


‘No street over land held uuder lease from 
the Crown upon which any domestic build- 
ings «but, shall be obstructed to any ox 
tent whatsoever by the erection or fixture 
at any clevation of. any structure or object 
of any kind whatsoever whether temporary 
or permanent, sos prejuuicially to affeet 
the ventilation of any of such buildings, 
without permission in writing of the Suni- 
tary Bourd or if such strect bo already par- 
tially so obstructed it shall he not further 
89 obstructed, without such permission in 
writing.’ After expressions of opinion 
fron Mr May, Dr Clark and Mr Ede it wns 
agreed to abide by the amendment of the 
Council. 

The slight amendment in the wording of 
Bye-law No 10 was approved. Inregard to 
5 request’ by the Governments for a defini- 
‘tion by the Board of what was, in its opinion 
‘reasonable notice’. to give the owners 
or occupiern of any building or curtilage 
of tho entrance of an officer of tho Board, 
Dr Clark moved tho following resolution, 
‘That the Colonial Sccretary be informed 
that the Sanitary Board are of opinion that 
in any caso in which the occupiors or 
owners of any building or curtilage oifer 
any objoction whatever to the entry for 
the purpose of ascurluiningy the Sanitary 
condition théreof, of an Inspector of 
Nuisances, in accurdance with bye-law 10, 
a notico of not less than two hours should 
be given by the said Inspector to tho eaid 
occupiers or owners.’ Mr May secunded 
the resolution, which was approved. 

in the amended Byv-law 14, the amend- 
ment giving the Board power to grant per- 
wission in Writing for the obstruction or 
urection of overwny covers was spproved. 
The amended Bye-law 26 takes away the 
immxdiste potver of the officers of the 
Board in ordering the removal of all furni 

from premises found in an 

Under the amended 
aw such vtticers'if they find premises in 
wdirty or insunitary conditiou *shull re- 
port the sane ta the Medical ther vf
